Possibility of Proſecting Chemicals 
Into the Human System by Means 
of Roentgen’s. Appliance. 
Striking Radiographs. 


TRLEGRAPF TO THP TIMES.) . 

NEW YORK, March 10.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Nikola Tesla, the -American, 
since Prof. Roentgen made his discov- 
ery of X rays, has been experimenting 
with them. He has been pursuing re- 
searches on his own lines with tubes of 
his own make. The results and con- 
clusions Tesla has made known in the 
current number of the Electrical Re- 
view. 
nication the Review prints some re- 
markable radiographs. One shows the 
right shoulder of a man taken under 
very severe circumstances, as he wore 
his clothing and between him and the 
sensitized plate there was a plate of 
glass, three-sixteenths of an inch thick, 
and two inches of wood. This radio- 
graph, which was made at the distance 
of four feet from the source of the X 
rays, shows the ribs, shoulder bones 
and bones of the upper arm. . ! 
Tesla has secured radiographs show- 
ing the bony structure of birds and rab- 
bits, even to the hollow of the bones. 
He has secured radiograph of a rabbit 
after an hour’s exposure, in which not 
only every detail of the skeleton is 
visible, but also a clear outline of the 
abdominal cavity and the location of 
the lungs and fur are also shown, 

“By exposing the human head to a 
powerful radiation,” Tesla says, 
“strange effects have been noted. For 
instance, I find there is a tendency to 
sleep, and time seems to pass away 
quickly. There is a general soothing 
effect, and I have felt a sensation of 
warmth in the upper part of she bead. 
An assistant independently confirmed 
the tendency to sleep, and the quick 
lapse of time. Should these remarkable 
effects be verified by men with a keener 
sense of observation, I shall still more 
firmly believe in the existence of ma- 
terial streams penetrating the skull. 
Thus it may be possible by this 
strange appliance to project suitable 
chemicals into any part of the body. 

“Roentgen advanced modestly, his re- 
sults warning against too much hope. 
Fortunately his apprehensions were 
groundless, for, although we have, to 
all appearances, to deal with inere 
shadow projections, the possibilities of 


the application of his discovery are 
vast. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

NEW YORK, March 10.—The Electric 
Review will publish tomorrow a com- 
munication from Nikola Tesla describ- 
ing for the first time his very inter- 
esting experiments in radiography. 
The scientific world has been awaiting 
an expression of opinion from Mr. 
Tesla, who is known to have begun 
his experiments within an hour after 
the news of Prof. Roentgen’s discovery 
was cabled to this country. 

Tesla states that the rarefaction of 
Crookes tubes in these experiments 
may be increased by electrical means 
to any degree desirable, far beyond 
that obtainable by mechanical appli- 
ances. This method he describes. In 
regard to the nature of the X rays he 
says: 

“I am getting more and more con- 
vinced that we have to deal with a 
stream of material particles,, which 
strikes the sensitive plate with great 
velocity. Taking as a basis the esti- 
mate of Lord Kelvin on the speed of 
projected particles in a Crookes bulb, 
we arrive easily by the employment of 
‘very high potentials to speeds of as 
much as a hundred kilometers a sec- 
ond.. Now again the old question 
arises: Are the particles from the elec- 
trode, or from the charged surface 
generally, including the case of an 
extended electrode, projected through 
the glass or aluminum walls, or do they 
merely hit the inner surface and cause 
particles from the outside of the wall 
to fly off, acting in a purely mechanical 
way, as when a row of ivory balls is 
struck. So far most of the phenom- 
ena indicate that they are projected 
through the walls of the bulb, of what- 
ever material it may be, and I am 
seeking for still more conclusive evi- 
dence in this direction. It is now dem- 
onstrated beyond doubt that small me- 
tallic objects or bony or chalky depos- 
its can be infallibly detected in any 
part of the body.” 
Tesla has also secured radiographs

In another instance an expos- 
ure for forty minutes gave radiographs 
of the human skull, showing clearly not 
only the outline, but the cavity of the 
eye, chin, cheek, nasal bones, the lower 
jaw and connections to the upper one, 
the vertebral column and connections 
8 the skull, the flesh and even the 
hair.

DEFENSELESS CHICAGO, 


MUST HAVE FORTIFICATIONS OR 
» LIVE IN PERIL, 


What Great Britain Would Do on 
the Lakes in Case of War—An 
Appropriation from Congress 
Imperatively Needed. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, March 10.—Lieut. J. F. 
Thompson, chief ordnance officer of the 
Department of the Missouri, told 
Chicago people last night how utterly 
defenseless their city would remain if 
the $2,500,000 for coast defenses in- 
tended for lake fortifications should, as 
a. matter of economy, be cut out of the 
bill before Congress. Lieut, Thompson 
made public for the first time in a pa- 
per read before the New England Con- 
gregational Church just what it is that 
the ordnance corps, acting with the 
other departments, intends to accom- 
plish in the way of making seaports 
impregnable to attack when the appro- 
priation of nearly $100,000,000, reported 
favorably in committee, should be 
available. Touching on the question of 

defense, the officer-said: 

“There seems to be a prevailing im- 
pression that in case war broke out be- 
tween. America and Great Britain, all 
the United States would have to do 
would be to keep English vessels out of 
the great lakes. Declarations of war 
do not come. like thunderbolts from 
clear skies. As soon as it was known 
that trouble was brewing, the Welland 
Canal would be fortified, Canadian 
troops would man the works and Great 
Britain would have her gunboats on 
the spot. That nation has one hundred 
men-of-war which can pass through 
the canal. Once in Lake Erie, two or 
three of these vessels could, as things 
are at present, destroy the great-lakes 
cities. No city is so well situated for 
destruction as Chicago. A gunboat or 
two could, off the city, send a few shells 
into, the waterworks and paralyze the 
water system of the city and could 
then, with their explosive projectiles, 
set the city on fire. 

“The Canadians are projecting a 
canal from the St. Lawrence to Geor-. 
gian Bay. It is to- flank the Welland 
Canal, and in case of war the new 
canal could be used as a passage for 
gunboats into the great lakes. There 
should be at least fifteen American tor- 
pedo-gunboats on the lakes for the pro- 


the boats in commission in times of 
peace on account of. our treaty with 
Great Britain, let them be kept in the 
drainage canal when it is completed,: 
or in some other inland waterway, 
from which they can be quickly trans- 
ported to a point where they can defend 
Chicago and other lake cities, 

“Chicago spends about $4,000,000 in 
fire-insurance premiums every year. It 
ays a large amount for police and fire 
protection, and for its national guard. 
In comparison to amounts thus spent 
$2,000,000 seems but little to be ex- 
pended when it is known that its judi- 
cious placing would secure the safety 
of our great lake cities almost beyond 
doubt. 

“Two fortifications could be -erected 
on the St. Lawrence River, They could 
be supplied with 12, 10 or 8-inch guns, 
with disappearing carriages. With 
fifty or sixty feet of sand, or with 
thirty feet of concrete these forts would 
be proof against any guns which could 
be carried on gunboats whose draught 
is light enough to enable them to come 
up the river. The gunboat which suc- 
ceeded in passing one of these forts 
would not be likely to get beyond the 
second. Fortifications of the same kind 
should be built at Detroit.” 

- Lieut. Thompson Illustrated with 
drawings the new heavy ordnance 
with which it is to defend 
our seacoast. He described the manu- 
facture of our heavy. steel breech-load- 
ing rifles, the fortifications, etc. It is 
proposed to make altogether 700 rifles 
of 16, 12, 10 and 8-inch calibers.

Lieut. Mitchell on the Alleged Race 
ss with the Empress. 

VICTORIA GB. C.,) March 10.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) A Shanghai story about 
the alleged racing between steamships 
Empress of India and Olympia evoked 
from Lieut. 


* “Referring to the remarkable trip of 
the Empress of India, it is stated that 
the fast United States cruiser Olympia 
left Kobe at 5 p.m., January 22, followed 
five hours later by the Empress of 
India, that Admiral McNair took the 
opportunity to make a trial trip of 


the Olympia, which ship is credited 


with a speed of 21.69 knots, and that 
the Empress arrived in Nagasaki four 
hours ahead of her. The real facts are 
these: The Olympia’s boiler-power con- 
sists of four main boilers and two aux- 
iliaries. The Olympia left Kobe with 
fires under the two main boilers and 
one auxiliary, or exactly one-haif her 
boiler-power. No other fires were 
started during ‘the trip. The Empress 
left _five hours later, as correctly 
stated, and passed us just before en- 
tering the Straits of Shimonozuki. At 
that time the Olympia was steaming 
13% knots, and I should judge the Em- 
press to have been making 17. At no 
time during the trip did the Olympia 


make more than 14%. 


_ “Had the conditions been favorable, 


— it was Admiral McNair’s intention: to 


make a quarterly speed trial between 
Rock Island and Oshima on the voyage 
between Yokohama and Kobe.

WILL TAX CALIFORNIA WINES. 


Hawail’s Legislature Proposes to 
_ Enact a Prohibitory Tariff. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—There 
is much’ agitation among local wine 
men over the news that the Hawalian 
Legislature now in session proposes to 
place a prohibitory duty on California 
| wines. Last fall they had an intima- 
tion that such a course was to be 
taken and prepared for agitation at 
Washington for retaliation, but pkom- 
ises were made which induced them 
to remain quiet. Now, however, infor- 
mation has reached them which. leads 
them to believe they have been duped 
and the steamer which sailed today 
for Honolulu carried a demand for an 
immediate explanation with a threat 
of attack on the Sandwich Island su- 
gar industry if the reply be not satis- 
factory. 

Under the present Hawallan tariff 
California wine is charged 15 cents a 
galion duty. It is now proposed to in- 
crease this to 30 cents a gallon on 
wine of less than 14-per cent. alcohol 
and to 50 cents a gallon on all wine 
above that alcoholic’ strength. As 
nearly all the wines sent from here 
are sweet, containing about 20 per cent. 
of alcohol, they would -have to pay a 
duty of 50 cents a gallon. The viticul- 
turists of California have had great 
difficulty in resisting the inroads of Jap-. 
anese saki, which pays only 15 cents 
duty and realize that if the proposed 
increase of over 200 per cent. is added 
to their product it will be driven from 
the Hawaiian market and the sweet- 


wine trade be effectually destroyed.

SAN DIEGO, March 10.—The most 
positive information yet received con- 
cerning the establishment of direct 
commercial relations between San 
Diego and Japan was obtained yester- 
day from a private letté##from A. H. 
Butler, formerly of this city, who is 
now in the cotton district of Texas 
buying up large consignments of cotton 
for shipment direct to Japan through 
the port of San Diego. He is the agent 
in this country of the Osaka Cotton 
Spinning Association. 
Steps were taken to learn the most 
favorable route from the cotton districts 
to Japan by way of some Pacific Coast 
port, and agents of the Japanese man- 
ufacturers have visited San Francisco, 
Puget Sound and San Diego, obtaining 
this information. That San Diego has 
been definitely decided upon as pre- 
senting the most advantages for the de- 
velopment of this commerce, and also 
in connection with the shipment of iron 
ore, is shown by Butler’s letter. 
_ ,Butler’s correspondent here is Gen. 
W. E. Webb, owner of the great Tepus- 
tete iron mines of Lower California, He 
writes: “I have just shipped the first 
ten carloads of cotton purchased by me, 
through the port of San Francisco, leav- 
ing Texas via the Southern Pacific. I 
am now arranging for the second ship- 
ment, which will go via the Santa Fé 
to San Diego, for trans-shipment to 
Japan. Hereafter all shipments of cot- 
ton to the Japanese factory will be sent 
via San Diego.“

Microbes that Do Good. 


There is a microbe which makes 
plants grow. It is the mysterious agent 
which enables all vegetable growths to 
absorb nitrogen, their chief food. With- 
out its assistance plant life would en- 
tirely disappear from the earth and in 
consequence mankind and animal life 
would perish. This beneficent micro- 
organism is so small that it can only be 
seen when magnified 800 diameters. It 
is shaped like a little ball. The mi- 
crobes multiply at an enormous rate. 
Their business is to absorb nitrogen 
from the soil and let the plant absorb 
it from them. Recently an experiment 


was tried in Florida with a tract of} 


ground which was barren and would 
produce nothing. It was found that the 
soil was right in nitrogen, but none of 
the micrococci were present. So a num- 
ber were introduced and a wonderful 
crop was the result. The microbes in 
some plants, such as peas, beans, etc., 
absorb nitrogen from the air. . Nitrogen 


is the most valuable of plant foods, but 


is expensive, costing 18 cents a pound. 
Sometimes agriculturists put nitrogen 
on their fields when cheap potash 
would do as well. All the potash used in 
this country comes from a, single mine 
in Germany. The deposits in that local- 
ity had their origin in a sea which ex- 
isted thousands of years ago, and 
which receded leaving lakes which com- 
municated with the ocean by small 
channels. As the waters of these lakes 
evaporated they were constantly re- 
plenished through these channels. This 
continued until the deposits of salt 
reached a great thickness. 


A Newspaper Man’s Ideas. 


Col. John A. Cockerill writes to the 
New York Herald from Korea that 
there is no earthly use for the United 
States maintaining a costly legation in 
that country; that an agent paid a 
couple of hundred dollars a year would 
be entirely competent to transact all 
the business such a legation has to at- 
tend to.

THIS FAIR NEW WORLD. 


In the present condition of the po- 
litical world on this continent it ig 
well that we make a somewhat closer 
study of the nations to the south of 
us than we have heretofore done. 

There ‘are many intelligent people in 
the United States who are well in- 
formed as to European affairs, and the 

general condition of the Old World 
peoples, who have a very confused 
knowledge of affairs throughout the 
South American continent. They have 
the impression that the people of that 
vast continent are mostly employed in 
gigantic revolutions and devoting but 
little time to those things which tend 

to progress. But a general review of 
the situation throughout the South 
American states shows that the people 
of these states are not the laggards 
that so many have supposed them 
to be. 


Their increased means of communi- 


cation with the outside world has had a 
stimulating effect upon their civiliza- 
tion, as have also their. largely-de- 
‘veloped means of international com- 
munication. They are no longer iso- 
lated states governed by despotic dic- 
tators, with all the power which con- 
trols law and order in the hands of 
those who are strongest. The Argen- 
tine shows a stability in its political 
affairs that has scarcely been broken 
for many years, and the last attempted 
revolution in that section was very in- 
significant in its character and was 
speedily quelled. 
Recent Brazilian difficulties, it is 
claimed, were wholly the result of a 
misunderstanding of some few of the 
leaders, and of the people, when action 
Was taken to fully determine the form 
of government which was to control 
them. This matter being now satis- 
factorily settled that republic may 
hope for permanent peace and its at- 
tendant progress and prosperity. 
Bolivia, the inland republic, has been 
perhaps, more subject to turmoils ænd 
revolutions than most of its sister 
states. But as its means of communi- 
cation are increased the likelihood of 
revolutions is radically decreased. 
There is no civilizer like the railroad. 
It carries with it the throb of progress 
and the energy of advancement. It is 
the isolated nations of the earth who 
are given to quarrels. Those who 
know relatively little of the outside 
world are apt to be supercilious and 
defiant: But the railroad is now push- 
ing its way through almost every sec- 
tion of South America. Lines are 
multiplying everywhere in the Argen- 
tine Republic, which already possesses 
a system which is extensive and valu- 
able. Brazil is throwing out these 
great feeders of civilization into all her 
_ densely populated districts, and into 
_, the heart of her agricultural centers, 
and her steamers are everywhere dot- 
ting her great waterways. Chile has 
her network of railways and the 
ocean’ for a grand highway between 
her different ports. She thas organ- 
ized steamship companies which are 
successful rivals of British lines in the 
commerce of that western coast.

Paper Boxes for Coffins. 


The practice has been growing for 
some time among east-side undertakers 
of burying the bodies of small infants 
in flimsy paper boxes, says the New 
York World. It is common for the par- 
ents of the dead to be charged for an 
expensive casket which, after the fun- 
eral service, is changed by the under- 
takers for a paper box. The casket is 
set aside and used over and over again 
for this grewsome purpose. 

The men who profit by this practice 
take advantage of the grief of their cus- 
tomers and trade upon it. The law does 
not fix any penalty for the act. Certain 


the hearse for one of these undertakers. 

The funerals of the poor are carried 
out in the simplest possible manner. The 
homes of these bereaved families are 
usually in the tenement houses on the 
east. side, and often consist of only a 
single room. This condition gives the 
undertaker just the opportunity he 


‘tle bodies in the home until the time of 
the funeral. 

It is common, therefore, to remove 
the dead body to the undertaker’s estab- 
lishment, where the remains are pre- 
pared for burial. The little body remains 
at the undertaker’s until the hour of 
the funeral, when it is carried to its 
parents’ home. The coffin is left there 
for a few hours, and after the services 
it is again removed to the undertaker’s. 

The coffin in which the little one is 
brought to its parents is generally made 
in inittation of expensive woods, and 
the interior is fitted with cheap satin, 

The people look with pride upon this 
elegance, The flowers are laid about it, 
and when the lid is finally closed the 
parents gain what satisfaction they can 
from the sight of their little one in its 
last resting-place; The price charged for 
burial of this kind is about $15.

The undertakers understand all this 
well enough, and are cunning enough 
to evade the law. This has been done 
over and over again by bribing the 
grave-digger, or the care-taker of the 
cemetery, who, happens to de about!

fore, a witness to the outrage. In some 
cases; a regular agreement has been 
made with such men which has ex- 
tended over several months. Several 
agreements have been made by which 
a fixed price was paid for each child.

Angeles. 


Why Jewelers Are. So ‘Seldom 
Robbed. 


A Celebrated Crook Who Worked a 
San Francisco Bank—Final Fun- 
ishment is Almost Inevitable. 
The Los Angeles Police. 


William A. Pinkerton, one of the most 
celebrated of living detectives, is spend- 
ing a few days in Los Angeles. He ar- 
rived at the Westminster Hotel yester- 
day morning and spent the afternoon 
calling on friends and wandering about 
the city. 

It was half a century ago that ‘Allan 
Pinkerton, a keen Scotch detective, or- 
ganized an American detective agency. 
From a small beginning the enterprise 
grew and developed amazingly. When 
Allan Pinkerton died, in 1884, he left 
the business to his sons, William and 
Robert Pinkerton. The sons inherited 
the -father’s skill, and the agency has 
grown under their care until it em- 
ploys a thousand detectives, covering 
the United States from end to end. Be- 
sides this force of detectives, the firm 
employs thousands of patrolmen, hav- 
ing agencies for supplying night watch- 
men, etc., in big cities like Chicago and 
Denver. 

Mr. Pinkerton had just finished writ- 

ing a telegram last evening when. a 
Times reporter accosted him in the lobby 
of the Westminster Hotel. He led the 
way toa seat and then fell to chatting 
pleasantly about his work. 
The chief errand which brought me 
to California,” he said, was to see 
‘about the establishment of a branch of 
the Pinkerton Detective Agency in 
San Francisco. There is an bac: 
tion known as the Jewelers’ Security Al- 
liance, whose chief object is to protect 
jewelers from having their safes 
robbed, and helping to a bate the thief 
and recover the stolen goods in case a 
robbery occurs. Another organization 
of jewelers, the Jewelers’ Protective 
Association, is designed to protect_trav- 
eling salesmen from robbery. Work- 
ing together thus, if one jeweler is 
robbed, all the principal jewelers cf the 
country lend their united aid to catch 
the thief and recover the plunder, 


employed by these associations to do 
all their detective work. In the seven- 
teen. years we have been employed in 
this capacity, in not a single instance 
have we failed to bring the criminals to 
Justice, and but once to recover the 
property. It has become so widely 
known in criminal circles that to rob a 
jeweler means inevitable detection, that 


| crooks seldom dare to attempt such a 
thing. It has been four years since a 


jewelery drummer has been molested. 
Did you notice that I was just sending 


to the superintendent of our Denver 
agency, \ giving him instructions as 
to the handling of a diamond 
robbery committed in that city Mon- 
day evening. An unknown man snatched 
a tray containing forty diamonds, val- 
ued at $5000, from a showcase, and made 
his escape. That is the first robbery of 
the ae that has occurred for three

“Several months ago a man appeared 
in San Francisco who gave the name 
of A. H. Dean. He represented himself 
as a wealthy grain merchant. Heopened 
an account with the Nevada Bank of 
San Francisco by depositing or 
35000, and from day to day drew checks 
or deposited more money. At last, on 
December 13, he presented a draft for 
—— 000 drawn by the Woodlands Bank 

n the Crocker. & Woolworth Bank 

San Francisco. He asked for $20,000 
of the money. It was promptly paid 
and Dean fled from San Francisco. It 
Was soon discovered that Dean had 
changed the draft from $12 to 322,000. 

“Capt. Lees, head of the San Fran- 
cisco detective force, made an exhaus- 
tive search and found the room which 
Dean had made his headquarters. 
From descriptions furnished by several 


| persons, Capt. Lees with great skill 


made a composite description which he 
sent out over the country. 

Two weeks ago Robert Pinkerton re- 
ceived. word from the head man of the 
Minneapolis agency that a man.repre- 
senting himself as a lumberman, was 
doing business with the Union Bank, 
and another bank of Minneapolis, of 
whom the bank officials felt suspicious. 
Our Minneapolis detectives kept close 
track of the fellow. With a confeder- 
ate, he bought drafts for small sums 
at Duluth and other places, intending 
to raise them to larger sums by forgery. 
The detectives captured the pair just 


| as they were about to swindle the two 


Minneapolis banks out of large sums. 

The first gave his name as J. M. 
Shaw. He was identified by our al- 
bum of crooks as Joe McCloskey, who 
— generally known as the King of the 
Thieves,“ an all-round crook who has 
served terms in several penitentiaries— 
five years in Ohio, ten years in Sire 
Sing and ten years in Maryland. The 
other called himself H. M. Woods. He 
was identified as Frank L. Seaver, a 
rascal who had served a term in IIli- 
nois for counterfeiting, a term in Mary- 
land for forgery and a term in Sing 
Sing for counterfeiting. It was in the 
Maryland penitentiary he made the ac- 
quaintance of his confederate. Seaver 
was further identified as A. H. Dean, 
the man who had worked 
Bank of San Francisco. 

“As soon as he had learned of the 
capture—the very same Capt. 
Lees got the San Francisco grand jury 
to issue an indictment against Dean. 
The rascal is now on his way to San 
Francisco and will arrive Thursday.

Mh. PORTER OF OHIO. 


HE SAYS M’KINLEY IS THE NATION’S 
FAVORITE SON. 


No Combination of Politicians Can 
Down the Major—The Story of 
the Governor’s Life—Marvels of 
His Career. 5 


The Hon. Robert P. Porter, Who was 
superintendent of the census in 1890 
and is now editor and proprietor of 
the Cleveland (O., World, passed 
through the city yesterday with his 
family, en route to Japan, having 
reached here over the Southern Pacific 
via New Orléans. 

Mr. Porter was dining at the Arcade 
depot when a Times reporter accosted 
him with the request for news from 
Ohio, especially as to the political situ- 
ation in general, and the situation re- 
garding Gov. McKinley’s chances for 
the Republican nomination at St. Louis, 
in particular. 

Mr. Porter, like all other men from 
Ohio, as well as those from other Re- 
publican sections of the country. is 
enthusiastically in favor of the nomina- 
tion of the great apostle of protection, 
and he declared that it looks at pres- 
ent as though the Governor would be 
nominated without the least difficulty. 
He stated that wherever he had talked 
with men in his tour across the conti- 
nent there was an overwhelming senti- 
ment for the man from Ohio. “There 
are woods full of favorite sons,’ as Mr. 
Porter expressed it, “but if one may 
judge at all from seeing men and get- 
ting their views, Gov. McKinley is the 
favorite son of the United States, and 
no combination of politicians will be 
able to defeat him at the convention 
which is to be held in June. 

Asked as to the special claims of Gov. 
McKinley on the Republican party and 
the country for the great office of 
President, Mr. Porter said:

THE ROENTGEN RAYS. 


A Large Audience Interested In 

Their Elacidation. 

The Roentgen X rays must have excited a 
widespread interest in this community if we 
may judge by the extraordinary attendance at 
the meeting of the Southern California Science 
Association last evening. Every chair in the 
hall was occupied and many were standing. 

Introducing the subject of the evening, 
President Knight remarked that the an- 
nouncement of no other discovery had pro- 
duced such instantaneous, intense and uni- 
versal interest as the mysterious agency called 
the X ray. It was alike of interest to scientific 
bodies and to intelligent readers everywhere. 
The paper which Prof. Roentgen of the Royal 
University of Wurzburg ‘had read to the 
Physic-Medic Society of Wurzburg last De- 
cember had been translated and would be 
presented this evening by S. G. Marshutz, a. 
member of the association, and illustrated by 
an exhibtion of Crooke’s vacuum tubes, show- 
ing the beautiful Cathode ray, whence the in- 
visible X rays proceeded. 

Mr. Marshutz then read his paper, after 
which Mr, Lundburg made some brilliant ex- 
periments. The subject was then discussed at 
great length. by Prof. Shultz, Prof. Nevins, 
Mr. Spalding, Prof. Gilmore and others. Prof. 
Shultz suggested the name of skiograph. He 
did not like Edison’s proposed shadowgraph, 
as that is a mongrel compound of Greek and 
English. Mr. Marshutz said that scientists 
had agreed to call the rays after the discov- 
erer, and they would henceforth by known as 
Roentgen rays. 
Mr. Nevins spoke of the fact that persons 
sometimes 


have branches of trees or some adjacent ** 
ject imprinted on their skin, and asked 1f 
was not perhaps a manifestation of the mys- 
terious ray. No one could answer. 

Mr. Marshutz exhibited some beautiful speci- 
mens of the work performed by these rays, 
imported from one of the laboratories of 
Europe.

Interesting Day in the Trial of 
Frank Lowery. 

Full and somewhat sensational par- 
ticulars concerning the alleged em- 
bezzlement of county money by Frank 
Lowery came out in the evidence at 
the trial yesterday, for T. H. Ward was 
examined and then severely cross-ex- 


plicate him in the transaction for which 
Mr. Lowery was indicted, and Mr. 
Lowery himself took the stand as the 
principal witness in his own behalf, and 
told his story of how the shortage 
came about and why Ward claims 
that he knew nothing of the shortage 
until Lowery was ‘indicted, and 
Lowery swears that it was solely by 
Mr. Ward’s directions, and with his 
authority. that the refunding of the 
the 

entries in the fee-book. 
Mr. Ward resumed the stand at the 
opening of the morning session, ana 
after a préliminary wrangle among 
the lawyers regarding the further in- 
‘troduction of items from the fee-book. 
Mr. ‘McComas began to read the dif- 
ferent expense accounts, and to show 
the items to Mr. Ward for the pur- 
pose of identifying the hana-writing. 
It was the merest routine technicality, 
but such is the interest excited by the 
case that the county officers who were 
present as spectators listened with un- 
abated interest even to these dry and 
monotonous details. The taking of evi- 
dence at this stage resembled the ex- 
amination of a primer ciass, and Mr. 
Ward had an easy time as Witness. 
Mr. Meserve put on the drags at every 
available. point, and insisted upon his 
objection’ to this class of evidence, 
upon the ground that Mr. Ward knew, 
nothing about either the entries in the 
fee-book or the receipts, of his own

upon the points already introduced. 
Mr. Ward admitted that the word 
“refund,” as commonly used in this 
connection, meant all money paid out 
of the office for current expenses, and 
that all the deputies had the right to 
pay demands against the office from 
the cash-drawer. Money was thus 
paid out regularly by Mr. Ward him- 
self, and by Mr. Seaver, Mr. Johnson 
and all the other deputies as well as 
Mr. Lowery. 
Another point dwelt upon by the de- 
fense was the fact that the person pay- 
ing out or receiving the money did not 
always make the entry upon the fee- 
book. In the clerk’s office, one deputy 
often calls to another to enter an item 
for him, merely for the sake of con- 
venience, and an item entered in the 
shandwriting “of any particular deputy 
does not necessarily signify that he has 
actually handled the money. , 
Under the questioning of Mr. Me- 
serve, Mr. Ward testified that all the 
money received in the clerk’s office was 
eposited in the cash-drawer or in the 
safe, and might be paid out by himself 
or any deputy, either from this cash 
fund or by a check upon the deposit 
of the clerk’s office in the bank, thus 
removing the responsibility from any 
one deputy. 
VERBAL AUTHORITY. 
It also appeared that, in certain in- 
stances, the clerk had received verbal 
authority from the Supervisors to pay 
claims against the office for some speci- 
fied expenses, without a written war- 
rant. This species of “juggling with 
the law,” as Mr. Meserve termed it, 
was done by mutual understanding, 
simply to save time and trouble, and 
was a regular custom of the office. 
Mr. McComas picked up the question 
on re-direct examination, and estab- 
lished the fact that all money, how- 
ever expended, must be refurned to the 
fee fund, and an entry made in the fee- 
book, although, in answer to a question 
from Mr. Meserve, Mr. Ward admitted 
that money might have been refunded, 


in the fee-book. 

Mr. Ward was then released, and C. 
W. Bell was called to the stand. Mr. 
Bell is a Deputy County Clerk, having 
the position of acting clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors, which position he held 
during Mr. Ward's administration. He 
testified to the identity of the claims 
presented by Mr. Lowery, and to the 
fact of their having been allowed by 
the of Supervisors. 

County Auditor Bicknell was then 
sworn, and produced his record of war- 
rants drawn on the treasurer. Taking 


| receipt book No. 6, he turned to page 


54, entry No. 8876, which recorded a 
warrant drawn for $559.75 in favor of 
Mr. Lowery. r. Meserve here inter- 
posed an objection that this portion of 
the record was made before Mr. Bick- 
nell’s term of office, and that it was not 
enough Of a public record to make it 
admissible in evidence, but the objec- 
tion was overruled, and the entry was 
examined by counsel. Mr. Bicknell ad- 
mitted that he knew nothing whatever 
of the entries in the record, having seen 
it for the first time on January 7, 1895, 
but Judge Smith decided that it was 
sufficiently public a record to be admit- 
ted in evidence 

Other entries were read and admit- 
ted, the steady How of objections and 
exceptions on the part of the defense 
being dammed only by the inexorable 
Ward 
was recalled for a moment, and identi- 
fied the signatures to the entries in 
the auditor’s receipt book as being in 
the handwriting of F. E. Lowery. 

On cross-examination, Mr. Meserve 
elicited only the facts that the entries 
were made with Mr. Ward’s permis- 
sion and by his authority, and that, in 
doing so, Mr. Lowery had violated no 
rule of the office. , 

A recess was then taken until 2 p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 
The court convened again at 2 o’clock, 
with a still larger audience of men in- 
terested in the case. Mrs. Lowery oc- 
cupied a chair beside her husband, and 
a pretty, curly-headed baby girl sat 
upon his knee, watching the proceed- 
ings with wondering eyes, but keeping 
very quiet and good through the tedious 
hours. 

County Treasurer Fleming was called, 
and testifled that the warrants had 


paid by his deputies, which one, he 
could not tell. The question of personal 
knowledge was again raised by Mr. 
Meserve, and Mr. Fleming admitted 
that he knew nothing about the pay- 
ment or receipt of the money, except 
from the record in the office, and could 
not tell from his personal knowledge 
who had presented the warrant or 
signed the receipt. , 

A. E. Mason, Deputy County Treas- 
urer, then took the stand, and testified 
to having paid the warrants presented 
by Mr. Lowery. 

Mr. Ward was

Attorney objected, 
but Mr. Meserve sprang to his feet, 
and somewhat dramatically announced 
that he proposed to show that Mr. Ward 
had himself made use of the shortage of 
$8000 attributed to Fanning, and could 
produce in court the men to whom the 
checks had been made payable. He 
averred that the two shortages had 
not been kept separate and distinct, and 
that the defense could prove that Ward 
and not Lowery was the party really 
responsible for the defalcations. The 
question had been opened up by the 
prosecution, said Mr. Meserve, and the 
defense Was now entitled to show that 
the shortage did not come through Fan- 
ning, as usually supposed, but through 
Ward himself, and was handed down to 
Lowery when he took the books. Turn- 
ing then to the witness he asked him if 
he had not put $7900 of this money to 
his own individual use before Lowery

tion ot the District Attorney to this hne 
of examination was sustained by the 
court, and, after a few more questions, 
Mr. Ward was again released from the 
stand, with the understanding that he 
might at any moment be recalled to 
give additional testimony.

The next witness was F. C. Wood- 
bury, deputy clerk of the Supreme 
Court. He was asked by Maj. Donnell 
if he had ever been present at a con- 
versaition between Mr. Ward and Mr. 
Lowery about the shortage, and re- 
plied that he had not, but admitted 
that Mr. Lowery had come to his 
office and told him that he was short 
in his accounts and expected to be in- 
dicted by the grand jury. The de- 


fendant had said that the amount of 


the shortage was between $1300 and 
$1400, and that he had used the money, 
but hoped to replace it with the as- 
sistance of a friend in the east. 
Mr. Woodbury testified that he was 
shocked at the news, which was the 
first intimation he had had of any 
shortage in Mr. Lowery’s account, and 
that he had hardly known how to ad- 
vise him in the matter. The evidence 
of Mr. oodbury was given with 
evident reluctance, and pain at the 
fact that it was undoubtedly the 
most damaging of all presented by 
the prosecution, but it was in no 
degree shaken by the severe cross-ex- 
amination to which he was subjected.

SAN DIEGO WATER CASE. 


Suit of the Consolidated Company 
Was Begun Yesterday. 

A complaint was filed in the Circuit 
Court of the United States yesterday 
made by the Consolidated Water Com- 
pany vs. the city of San Diego et al. 
It alleges. that the corporation known 
as the Old San Dicgo Water Company, 
was authorized to supply water for*the 
people of San Diego and expended 
$100,000 in perfecting the system, until 
it was solg to the San Diego and Coro- 
nado Water Company, organized under 
the laws of California March 8, 1886, to 
distribute water at rates fixed by law. 
That the Coronado Company bought 
the old corporation for $125,000 and on 
account of the growth of the city, 
further expended $700,000 and sold bonds 
for $1,000,000. Then the San Diego Water 
Company bought the plant of the San 
Diego and Coronado Water Company 
and issued bonds to take up the old 
ones and spent about $1,000,000 in en- 
larging the plant. This corporation has 
been compelled to purchase water of 
the San Diego Flume Company, which 
has never had the distributing system, 
but simply rights-of-way. The com-

of San Diego be enjoined from proceed-. 


ing against the company to forfeit its 
charter, and that the Common Council 
be required to fix a reasonable water 
rate.

‘Barly Eliopement, a Sabsequent 
Marriage, a Divorce,’'Then Legal 
Los Angeles Story. 


; (dan Francisco Call, March 9) With 
the sudden death of Mrs. Lucy C. Good- 
speed of this city on Saturday evening 
ended a life remarkable for the long, 
diverse and interesting. litigation with 
which it was associated. 
The story is one threaded with ro- 
mance,’ marital infelicities and court 
contests, and its conclusion is pathetic. 
Just when the final legal obstacles 
had been overcome and the ‘woman 
was on the point of entéring into pos- 
séssion of the extensive property for 
which she had so long and so often 
asserted her claims, a stroke of ap- 
oplexy rendered her powerless to move 
or speak, and after a lingering, dumb 
suffering for nearly thirty hours, dur- 
ing which she was unconscious, her 
mind semed to clear for a moment and 
‘she recognized her youngest son, whose 
arrival at the bedside was almost co- 
incident with her last breath. 

Mrs. Goodspeed was the only daugh- 


ter of the late Judge O. C. Pratt. 


Some time in 1865-66 she eloped with 


Raphael Abeceo, a member of a min- 


strel troupe performing in the old the- 
ater on Montgomery street, between 
Pine and California. The pair took 
passage late in the afternoon on a bark 
bound for Australia, but owing to light 
‘ winds were not able to get more than 
twenty miles from port before they 
were overhauled next morning by 


Judge Pratt, who went in pursuit with 


a revenue. cutter. At that time Judge 
Pratt was presiding ‘over the old 
Twelfth District Court. He was a 
proud man, soon after resigned, neyer 
again sought a public. position, but 
spent much of his time at his fine 
rancho “Aguas Frias,” a few miles 
from Chico, Butte county. His mana- 
ger then and for many years subse- 
quently was R. C. Goodspeed. Accord- 
ing to common report he was an ardent 
suitor for Miss Pratt’s hand, but was 
never favorably welcomed either by the 


Young woman or her parents. 


A short time after this sensational es- 
capade, however, he renewed his suit 
and secured the prize, together. with 
aà handsome sum of ready money and a 
grant of many broad acres. After living 


with Goodspeed for twenty ‘years shese- 


cured a divorce and moved to this city, 
Her former husband remains in Butte 
county looking after his property and 
his children’s and their grandmother's 
interests in the rancho. 

Mrs. Pratt, the mother of deceased, 
died in February, 1894, and willed most 
of her property to Gen. Mansfield, his 
wife and sons and Mrs. Cross, his sister- 
in-law, all of whom constituted a Los 
Angeles household with which Mrs. 
life. spent the last nine years of her

BANK TAXES. As recently men- 
tioned in this column, it was under 
stood in San Francisco that the banks 
of that city were sending a large 
amount of money out of the State in 
order to escape taxation by the Asses- 
sor. who makes his assessment on the 
Ist of March, The Bank Commissioners 
‘were asked to coJUperate with the as- 
sessors in securing a fair assessment 
roll by calling upon the banks for re- 
ports of their condition on the ist of 
March. Two of the commissioners of 
whom this request was made replied 
that they could not consider the ques- 
tion until a full meeting of the board 
was held in San Francisco, they being 
at the time in the southern part of the 
State.

That they have been sys- 
tematically evading them, and have 
special facilities for doing so, is noto- 
rious. -The Bank Commissioners, as of- 
ficers of the State, should be interested 
in seeing that the —" of the State are 
obeyed. 

‘Unfortunately; while commis- 
sioners are officers of the State, they 
are paid by the banks, and they have 
a natural tendency to look upon the: 
banks rather than the public as their 
employers. They consider themselves 
as a kind of special watchmen, armed 
with public authority, but engaged at 
private expense, to look after the 
safety of private property. It might 
be profitable for the State to relieve 
the banks of the expense of paying the 
commissioners’ salaries for the sake of 
having a better chance to collect its 
dues on the general tax account.” 


COMMERCIAL - 
PACKING SICILIAN O NGES. 
The Fruitman’s Guide, a ew York 


trade paper, contains an interesting ac- 
count of the manner in which the Sicht- 
ian oranges and lemons are packed for 
shipment to the United States and 
other countries. There are 500 pack- 
ing-houses in Sicily, in which 3,000, 000 
boxes of oranges and lemons are pre- 
pared for export to this country, and 
half as many to England, Russia, Ger- 
many and the northern part of Italy. 7

buying and packing of Sitily oranges | 
and lemons.

own way. Evidently some of the wit- 
nesses had never been, on the stand 
before and what they had to say had 
been primed well before they had ven- 
tured to enter the courtroom. For in- 
stance, one young man, with yellow, 
golden hair, when he was called to the 
Witness box, looked wildly about him 
and then sank into the chair as Judge 
Pierce requested him to state to the 
jury what he knew of Mr. Frantz’s 
treatment of the ostriches. The young 
man cast his eyes hurriedly around the 
room and finally fastening them on a 
bunch of cob webs in the corner of the 
ceiling, grasped hold of the rounds of 
the chair, and, in the language of the 
last yellow-backed novel that he had 
undoubtedly read, started out with his

Suspicions Aroused from Schooner 

Seen Off Shore. 

SANTA MONICA, March 10.—(Reg- 
ular Corre dence.) A vessel which 
tallies with the description.of the one 
reported to have been seen in .Smug- 
gler’s Cove, San Clemente Island, about 
ten days ago, was sighted today a few 
miles off Santa Monica. The craft was 
a four-masted schooner, and seemed to 
be ten miles or more out . There was 
only a light breeze blowing on shore, 
and evidently little wind outside, ‘yet 
for about two hours near noon the 
schooner had little or no sail spread.

LAW AND ORDER LEAGUE DEMAND 
«SUNDAY LAWS. 


Horns Over the Sunday-cl = 
 Ordinance—Political Points and 
General Gossip. — 


VENTURA, March 10.—- (Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Whisky, water and sew- 
erage occupied three hours of the time 
of the Town Trustees Monday night, 
and in the end the matters at issue 
were referred to the appropriate com- 
mittees. 

The Law and Order League presented 
two petitions asking that an ordinance 
be passed providing for the closing of 
saloons on Sunday. The arguments 
for the petitioners were made by N. 
Blackstock, who ed the passage 
of the proposed ordinance on the gen- 
eral ground that the sentiment of the 
State of California and the United 
States demanded a proper observance 
of the Sabbath day. His argument was 
pointed, forcible and emphatic, as 
gauged from the standpoint of the Sab- 
batarian. He stated 
he was opposed to the liquor traffic on 
moral grounds, and while not desiring 
to threaten the board, he wanted to 
go on record as stating they (the 
board) must bow down tg public opin- 


ion. | 

e was followed by John Larzomav- 
sino, a Hquor dealer, who briefly out- 
lined his position as a taxpayer and 


merchant, closing with the query: 
“Why does the Law and Order League 
select twelve men who are to keep 
the Sabbath day? If all merchants are 
required by law to keep the seventh 
day, I am willing to abide by the same 
law. But I see no reason why we 
should be compelled by force to keép 
Sunday while the general merchant is 
allowed to break the law at will,” 
Leon Cerf, the leading liquor dealer 
of Ventura county, followed, quoting 
liberally from the scriptures ‘to prove 
that “prohibition does not prohibit.” 
He stated that he personally paid $3800 
per year in taxes and only asked for 
himself and colleagues in the business 
„Talr play.“ If accorded the same 
rights that other merchants were 
granted he and others in the 
business would live up to the spirit 
end the letter of the ordinances. 
The liquor men of Ventura paid 
cver half of the taxes and as- 
sumed more than their fair share of 
the expenses of the town government. 
Mr. Cerf made some telling points and 
was liberally applauded. J. J. Clancy 
of the Rose Hotel stated that he found 
it dmpossible to conduct his hotel at 
a profit without a bar. He had tried 
to run a temperance house, but to in- 
sure a profit had been obliged to put 
in a bar or lose his trade, Transient 
guests spent very nearly a thousand 
dollars per month in the town, and 
they demanded liquor. All he asked 
was a chance to make a fair pro- 
fit on his investment. If obliged 
to close his bar he would be 
obliged to close his business. To the 
assertion that Santa Barbara saloons 
were closed on Sunday, he replied that 
the back-door system. prevailed there, 
and would continue to do so. For the 
Law d Order League Rev. Graves 
e best address, as his manner 
indicated that he was sincere, He is 
an.out-and-out. Prohibitionist, and his 
argument was on that line. Rev. Mer- 
riam followed in the same strain. 
President Andrews, of the Law and 
Order League, argued on the general 
line that a license was a.contract, and 
the Trustees could make it as binding 
as they pleased, inserting any specifi- 
cation they might elect. He argued a 
clause ordaining Sunday closing. Taken 
as a whole the meeting was the most 
interesting held in years. The general 
intent was manifested by the presence 
of many ladies who watched the pro- 
ceeding with more than ordinary inter- 
est. The question of Sunday or no 
Sunday closing will be determined at 
the next* regular meeting on Monday 
next. The matter of water rates will 
be determined at the same time.

Southern Pacific is Establishing

Traffic on the Southern Pacific road 
was yesterday seriously fmterfered with 
by a terrific sand storm which raged 
on the line. All the trains from the 
East yesterday were from one to two 
hours late, because of a heavy sand 
storm that has been blowing on the 
Colorado desert and out near Cuca- 
monga and Etiwanda. The crew on 
each train has had to help in shoveling

Selecting a Board of Freeholders—A 
New Charter. 


SANTA BARBARA, March 10.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) A large number 
of the citizens of Santa Barbara as- 
sembled at the City Hall Monday night 
to hear the report of the committee 
that was appointed on Friday night for 
the purpose of selecting names from 
which to pick the fifteen freeholders 
that are to be elected at the coming 
election. 

Mr. Pyle, the chairman of the com- 
mittee, said that the committee had had 
handed to them a large number of 
names, but that the committee had 
sifted out those who were not eligible, 
and it left thirty-one names from which 
the mass-meeting were called upon to 
seléct the fifteen from. : 

Messrs: Thompson and Pierce were 
selected to act as tellers. The time 
consumed in counting the ballots was 
more than an hour, and so interested 
were the auditors that a pin could be 
heard to drop, so quiet were all present. 
The number of votes cast was seventy- 
seven; necessary to a choice, thirty- 
eight. 

On the first ballot twelve of the thir- 
ty-one names submitted were elected, as 
follows. A. Ott. George Edwards, J. 
W. Taggart, R. B. Canfield, A. B. Wil- 
liams, J. C. Hassinger, B. F. Thomas, J. 
L. Barker, T. R. Dawe, E. S. Sheffield, 
John L. Truslow and H. G. Crane. The 
second ballot resulted in the selection 
of Judge P. R. Wright, C. M. Gidney 
and E. C. Tallant. 

After the adoption of a motion made 
by Judge Canfield that a petition be 
drawn up by the Nominating Committee 
and filed with the City Clerk, asking the 
nominees to become candidates, the 
meeting adjourned. 

The Good Citizenship Club:met Mon- 
day night for the object of selecting 
candidates for freeholders, but ad- 
journed to the meeting at the City Hall 
to see what action would be taken by 
that body upon the same question. It 
is generally understood that the Good 
Citizenship Club will indorse most of 
the candidates selected by the mass-

The law differs in no material respect 
from the one now in force in Ok- 
lahoma, which the President approved, 
and the only reason given for exercis- 
ing the veto power, was that influen- 
tial citizens opposed it. Delegate Mur- 
phy states that those influential citi- 
zens are the men who now have the 
use of the lands without paying rent, 


and to exert all the power known to 
maritime warfare with the sanction of 
foreign nations. They can obtain 
abroad loans, military and naval ma- 
terial and enlist men as against every- 
thing but neutrality laws; their flag 
and commissions are acknowledged, 
their revenue laws are respected and 
they acquire a quasi-political recogni- 
tion. On the other hand, the parent 
government is relieved from responsi- 
bility for acts done in the insurgent 
territory; its blockade of its own ports 
is respected, and it acquires a right to 
exert against. neutral commerce all the 
power of a party to a maritime war. 
The foreign state is bound and entitled 
to consider the preceding history of the 
parties; the magnitude and complete- 
ness of the political and military or- 
ganizations and preparations of each 
side, the probable extent of the conflict 
by sea and land; the probable extent 
and rapidity. of its development, and 
above all the probability that its own 
merchant vessels, naval officers and 
consuls may be precipitated into sud- 
den and difficult complications abroad. 
The best that can be said is that the 
foreign state may protect itself either 
upon a test case that arises or by a 
general prospective decision, while on 
the other hand if it makes the recogni- 
tion prematurely it is liable to the sus- 
picion of an unfriendly purpose to the 
parent state.“ 

The Cubans have claimed from the 
start that if they could be granted belli- 
gerent rights they could overcome the 
Spanish troops, and it is known that 
Spain is in a seriously crippled. condi- 
tion financially, while the 3 
now have resources that are a surprise 
to the civilized world.

Last 
June further charges were filed, and 
an active effort made to push them. I 
can .state authoritatively that these 
were never acted upon, and the Secre- 
tary of the Interior plainly intimated 


they never would be. He told Dele- 
gate Murphy that Hughes was making 
a good Governor. At the time the last 
charges were filed, other charges were 
made aginst other Territorial officials. 
President. Cleveland and Secretary 
Smith are undoubtedly anxious not to 
stir up that old unpleasantness. Sec- 
retary Smith was in favor of leasing 
the school lands, as he assured Dele- 
gate Murphy President Cleveland al- 
ways has been in favor of it in other 
Territories. It is, therefore, confi- 
dently asserted that the veto of that 
bill means that the administration 
either intends to pursue a policy of 
leaving everything in Arizona precisely’ 
as it is, or that he is going to take up 
the charges again. and make an in- 
vestigation, pending which he does not 
want to increase the funds passing 
through the hands of Arizona officials, 
probably the former. Whatever the 
reason for the veto. it has been im- 
parted to the Senate, and they are not 
therefore in a hurry about considering

The managmeent, at the 
outset of its work, had decided to 
closely follow the manner in which the 
New Orleans Mardi Gras is conducted, 
and it has been believed to the great- 
est advantage in the undertaking. Mr. 
Francis announced that nearly $21,- 
000 had been subscribed, and that the 
outlook was very flattering, that the en- 
tire amount required of $25,000 would 
be contributed im the near future. He 
called attention to the vast amount of 
advertising the flesta had recéived in 
eastern papers, and that the result 
would show that a great many wealthy 
tourists would come to Los Angeles and 
Southern California to witness the cele- 
bration. Mr. Francis described the 
floats as the handsomest that had ever 
been constructed in America, and asked 
the codperation of the people of Los 
Angeles in the endeavor, to make the 
fiesta a grand success.

could be as successful in that capacity 
as Mr. Francis had thus far been in 
managing the fiesta, the Terminal 
Ratlway would have its lines extended 
to Sait Lake City within a year.
